=. \/2\//> there be two oꝛ moꝛe (accoꝛding to the greatneſſe of the Pariſhes) able and 
Ca / ſufficient Houſeholders inhabiting in ſuch Partſh, yearely elected and choſen 
to be os foꝛ amending High-wayes, Streets and Pavements, within their re⸗ 
ſpetive Pariſhes the firſt Tueſday next enſueing the twenty fifth of March yearely, under the 
penalty of Twenty pounds to be forfeited by the Partſhoners of ſuch Pariſh where no 
luch Surveyozs ſhall be choſen as afozeſaid, who being choſen are to accept of the ſaid 
place, and be ſ\wozne, as is appointed by the ſatd O2dinance, after ſuch election, under the 
penalty therein contained; Streets and pavements being thereby declared to be common 
High⸗waies, and Scavengers to be Surveyoꝛs, within the intent and conſtruction of the 


ſaid O2dinance and mithin all Lames in fozce concerning Highwayes, And whereas by a 
latter Oꝛdinante ot the twelfth of April 16 54 the time foꝛ election of ſuchofficers this preſent 


neare is appointed to be befoꝛe the firſt day of May next, and ſwoꝛne on oz before the firſt of 
May àfoꝛeſaid, under the penalties afo:eſaid,as by the ſaid ſeveral Oꝛdinances may appeare: - 
In perſuancethereof, andto the intent that all perſons concerned therein may be carefull 
to perfozme what on their part is to be obſerved, and that a moꝛe full refoꝛmation may be 
had and made, then fozmerly in the paving and cleanſing the ſtreets and in the channells and 
watercourſes within this City and liberties thereof, Theſe are therefoze in the name of 
his Highnelle the Lord Protector, of England, Scotland, and Ireland, to will and require pou that 
pꝛeſentiy upon ſight herepf pou ſend directions with a coppie of this pzecept to every pariſh 
within your ward, That the Scavengers now in being and other Houſe-hoiders inhabiting 
in their reſpective pariſhes rated to the poore oe befoꝛe the firſt day of May now next enſuing 
choſe two oꝛ moꝛe accoꝛding to the greatneſle of their ſaid pariſhes to be Stavengers accoz- 
ding to the true intent and meaning of the ſatd leverall Oꝛdinantes, and foꝛ the purpoles 
therein contained, to the end they may be ſwoznetn due time and pꝛoceed in the due execution 
ofthe pꝛemiſes: And that on oz befoze the ſaid firſt day of May you cauſe certificate in wꝛiting 
tobe made unto meof the names of all ſuch perſons as ſhall bechoſen Scavengers, and the 


ſeverall pariſhes fo: which they ſhall be ſo choſen, And herein you are not to fayle, Dated 
this 2 5 of Aprill 16 54.
